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d. Raised the subject of a new building for CIA. Colonel White 
noted that to date we had not had any success in our discussions with 
the Bureau of the Budget, and recommended that we ask the Senate and 
House Appropriations Committees to direct a letter to the Bureau of 
the Budget requesting that Agency's assistemce in acquiring new quarter's 
for CIA. After some discussion. Colonel White undertook to informally' 
discuss his proposal with Mr. Sprankle, Acting Chief Clerk of the House 
Appropriations Committee, and Mr. Dulles noted he would call Mr. Taber 
if necessaxy.

Raised the question of intelligence support

Director asked Mr. Amory to give consideration to this problem.
